Any vegetable crop plowed under, whatbar atnbbla, atalks, weeds, or 
other growing crop, is helpful in rentoriug this humua. The best crop of 
all, however, for the southern farmer is cow peas, for thn vines not only 
taatore the humus to tlie soil but ir^ able to get nitrogen, the most costly 
•laaMat of aN that our crop« need, and ntore that up for the use of the
